EISENHOWER SEEKS U. S. SO STRONG NO FOE DARE MAKE WAR 


NEW PRESIDENT DEDICATES HERSELF TO “SUPREME 
PURPOSE;'LAYS DOWN NINE “RULES OF CONDUCT FOR 
ADMINISTRATION UPON WHICH HE IS EMBARKED

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 — President Eisenhower 
dedicated himself today to the "supreme purpose" of an 
America so strong no aggressor will dare make war in an 
era when man holds "the power to erase human life from 
the earth." 
The nation s 34th President took the oath of office 
at noon (est) and promptly, in an inaugural address 
'round the world, laid down nine rules of conduct 
for 
the administration upon which he has embarked. 
The Chief Executive solemnly warned that the world 
is in the midst of "a time of tempest and that forces of 
good and evil are massed and armed and opposed as rarely 
before in history." 
Thus, he said, the United States under his leadership 
must abide by principles which renounce appeasement of 
"false and wicked" bargains, while striving realistically 
for the peace he called "the practice and the fulfillment 
of our whole faith."

Permits for more than 225.000.000 
of building construction were is­ 
sued in Bristol township during 
1952 according to estimated valua­ 
tions taken from the records of 
Edgar A. Smith, township building 
Inspector, 
Three-fifths of this amount, or 
$15,000,000 of this building, repre­ 
sents development building — that 
Is, represents permits issued to 
builders for more than one home. 
Individual builders applied for 
permits to construct nearly $2,000,- 
000 worth of homes, or about one- 
seventh of the total homes for 
which permits were applied for in 
the township. 
Schools, hospitals, and churches 
account for more than $3,000,000 of 
the total building, while all build­ 
ing other than those mentioned 
amounted to approximately $5,000,- 
000. 
In connection with schools and 
churches the figures s h o w that 
while valuation of school buildings 
as shown on permits apporached 
$1,000,000, the value for new rhurch 
construction was In the neighbor­ 
hood of $26,000. 
The "all other building" figures 
Includes industrial building, $4,000.- 
000; garages, warehouses and tool­ 
sheds. $200,000, and alterations and 
additions. $800,000.
